Council agree to airport’s new terminal 

By Paul Giles 


THE SECOND phase of Southend Airport, which 
will create 300 jobs, has been given the go ahead by 
Rochford Council. 

The new terminal will be 90 metres long and have 
extra check in desks and baggage drop off points. 

The departure lounge will grow in size and a larg¬ 
er arrivals area will have baggage reclaim facilities 
and immigration areas. 

London Southend Airport managing director, 
Alastair Welch, was pleased Rochford Council had 
supported the extension. 

He said: “It will ensure that we are able to main¬ 
tain the high levels of customer service we intend to 
be the hallmark of Southend Airport as our passen¬ 
ger numbers grow. 

“This is also further evidence of the role the rede¬ 
veloped airport is playing in supporting the regener¬ 
ation of the wider economy.” 

Construction work on the extension is planned to 
get underway later this year. 

Retail and catering will be expanded throughout 
the terminal to accommodate two million passen¬ 
gers per year by 2020. 

The 300 new jobs will arise from the increase in 
Southend based aircraft, which will result in a vari¬ 
ety of additional operational and service roles such 
as passenger service, security, retail, catering, bag¬ 
gage handling, engineering and maintenance, plus 
airline crew from Southend based airline operations. 


Animal abuse pair

TWO FORMER slaughterhouse 
workers have been jailed after admit¬ 
ting abuse to animals. 

The men who worked at Cheale 
Meats, in Little Warley Hall Lane, 
Brentwood, had been caught on 
covert cameras placed by Animal Aid 
in March and April last year. 

Piotr Andrzej Wasiuta, from 
Southend, admitted three charges on 
Wednesday, April 25, relating to 
stubbing cigarettes out on the faces of 
pigs while his colleague, Kelly Smith, 
from Benfleet, admitted two counts 
relating to beating the animals with 
excessive force and frequency. 

The pair appeared at Westminster 
Magistrates Court. 

Wasiuta was jailed for six weeks, 
and Smith for four weeks. 


Their prison terms were reduced 
from nine to seven weeks, respective¬ 
ly, because they had pleaded guilty to 
the charges. 

The prosecutor described how one 
pig was hit more than 30 times in 62 
seconds, including around the head. 

Both men were in positions of 
responsibility and both used weapons 
were aggravating factors. 

The cruelty caused public outrage 
when the footage was broadcast on 
national news last year. Despite the 
clear abuse of animals, Defra, the 
government department which had 
responsibility for bringing a prosecu¬ 
tion, refused to do so, stating erro¬ 
neously that the footage would not be 
admissible in court. 

The bench at court was shown the 


footage last week. 

Animal Aid has long believed that 
the decision not to prosecute was 
politically motivated. In September, 
Defra’s responsibility for prosecuting 
was removed and given instead to the 
Crown Prosecution Service, which 
brought this case. 

Kate Fowler, head of campaigns at 
Animal Aid, was satisfied that 
Wasiuta and Smith have been brought 
to justice 

She said: “Their acts of cruelty 
were inexcusable and caused untold 
suffering to animals who were 
already scared and vulnerable. 

“However, many other slaughter¬ 
house workers, who also caused seri¬ 
ous and deliberate suffering to ani¬ 
mals, have escaped justice because this

government refused to act. We are now 
calling on the Food Standards Agency 
to look again at two other cases to see 
whether charges may be brought under 
the Animal Welfare Act. 

“Our detailed investigations have 
found illegality in eight of the nine 
slaughterhouses we visited, despite 
government-appointed vets being 
present in all of them. 

“The current regulatory system 
does not work. It does not catch those 
who abuse animals. 

“But this case proves that properly 
placed and independently-monitored 
cameras do work, and we renew our 
call for Defra to make CCTV manda¬ 
tory to catch those who abuse animals 
and to act as a disincentive to those 
who might consider it.”

SOUTHEND Territorial Army has been celebrat¬ 
ing their first year anniversary. 

Members of the 217 Field Squadron have already 
passed the demolition phase of their basic training 
which will help them to become members of the 
search teams looking for improvised explosive 
devices (lEDs). 

Lieutenant Andrew Chu, Squadron Commander, 
explained a team would include a commander, a 
second-in-command and a number of soldiers who 
carry out the search tasks. 

He said: “Our role is to assess the threat, which 
can change minute-by-minute. 

“Key to our role is an understanding of building 
construction and the impact of a device exploding. 
This allows us to assess how an individual search 
and disposal will be handled. When lEDs are 


found, the team’s explosive ordnance disposal 
(EOD) operatives are called out to dispose of them. 

“We have seen an excellent response to our 
arrival in Southend and received a great welcome 
at last year’s Southend Air Show.” 

Seventeen new recruits have joined the Squadron 
in the last year and new recruits are in the process 
ofjoining. 

The success of the squadron is reflected in Chris 
Brant, 20, from Leigh. 

He has decided to join the Royal Engineers on a 
full-time basis and to specialise in explosive ord¬ 
nance disposal. 

Chris explained he was a volunteer with the 
Signals before joining 217 Squadron. 

He said: “I can thoroughly recommend the TA. 

“Last year I was deployed to Jordan for one 


month where I was alongside members of the reg¬ 
ular Army training for deployment to Afghanistan. 

“It was a fantastic experience and isn’t the sort of 
thing that comes your way in civilian life.

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Arrests in Royal Mail fraud investigation

FOUR people have been arrested 
after police raided properties last 
Wednesday in Southend, Canvey 
Island and Leyton. 

The raids were part of an inves¬ 
tigation into fraud against Royal 
Mail. 

Royal Mail joined officers 
from Southend East neighbour¬ 
hood policing team and stormed 
an industrial unit at Robert 
Leonard industrial estate, and a 
residential premise in Nevada 
Road, Canvey. 

A property in Leyton was also 
searched, but nothing was found. 

Large quantity of parcels ready 
for distribution were seized. 

Police and Royal Mail suspect 
that the parcels were being sent 
with fraudulent postage marks to 
customers using the stationary 
supply business from across 
Europe. 

Sargeant Nick Allen said any 
suspicion of crime taking place 
would be investigated. 

He said: “We work closely with 
other agencies such as Royal 
Mail to ensure that people are 
conducting business lawfully. 


“If we suspect you are involved 
in unlawful business, we will be 
coming through your door.” 

A 38-year-old man from 
Westcliff, a 30-year-old man 
from Canvey and a 27-year-old 
man from Westcliff were all 
arrested on suspicion of fraud by 
false representation. 

A 31-year-old woman from 
Canvey was also arrested on sus¬ 
picion of fraud by false represen¬ 
tation. No charges had been 
brought at the time of going to 
press. 

Royal Mail spokesperson, Sally 
Hopkins, explained the postal 
company takes the security of the 
mail and the correct payment of 
postage very seriously. 

She said: “We operate a zero 
tolerance policy to any offences 
that jeopardise this security or 
attempt to defraud Royal Mail of 
postage payments. 

“We work closely with the 
police where there are grounds to 
suspect any related offences are 
being planned or have been com¬ 
mitted. Fortunately, incidents of 
fraud are very rare and customers 
should have every confidence in 
the services we provide.”

SOUTHEND has been given a 
Purple Flag award recognising the 
achievements of how the town is 
managed at night. 

Just as Blue Flags are a guarantee 
of good beaches, Purple Flags act as 
an indicator of where to go for a 
good night out. 

The standard is only awarded to 
entertainment areas that are judged 
by the Association of Town Centre 
Management (ATCM) set criteria. 

The High Street and seafront are 
the first areas in Essex to have its 
night-time economy recognised. 

In awarding the Purple Flag, the 
ATCM rated Southend as ‘above 
standard’ in two of the five judging 
criteria - ‘Wellbeing’ and ‘A Broad 
Appeal’. 

The judges found the town’s High 
Street and seafront to be ‘welcom¬ 
ing, safe and clean’ and said they 
offered ‘a vibrant choice and a rich 
mix of entertainment and activity’. 

They also met the required stan¬ 
dard in the ‘Movement’, ‘Place’ and 
‘Policy Envelope’judging criteria. 

Among the features of the town’s 
night-time economy which were 
recognised by the judges were: 

■ an innovative town centre polic¬ 
ing strategy. 

■ the ‘BOBB’ (Behave or Be 
Banned) scheme, which they said 
was ‘well enforced and respected’ 
by the police and local businesses. 

■ the availability of fixed and 


portable toilets. 

■ the SoS Bus - ‘an excellent 
example of what can be achieved 
through multi-agency co-opera¬ 
tion’. 

■ the town’s ‘Clubwatch’ scheme, 
where representatives of 35 town 
centre clubs, pubs and bars meet 
regularly with police to share intel¬ 
ligence and good practice. 

Southend Council’s chief execu¬ 
tive, Rob Tinlin, said night time 


economy was important to the 
town. 

He said: “What goes on in the 
town between the hours of 5pm and 
6am is every bit as vital to the local 
economy as what occurs during 
daylight hours. 

“This award recognises the work 
that we have been d^oing with part¬ 
ner agencies such as Essex Police, 
the Town Centre Partnership, 
Southend YMCA and Clubwatch.” 


Philip Kolvin QC, chairman of 
the Purple Flag Board, said the 
towns that had received the flag had 
worked hard to gain it. 

He said: “They all deliver a range 
of activities, initiatives and services 
in their centres as part of a commit¬ 
ted partnership.” 

The other four areas awarded 
Purple Flag status today were 
Fincoln , Ipswich, Sheffield and 
Aberystwyth.

Woman pays 
the price for 
dishonestly 
claiming benefit 


A WOMAN from 
Westcliff is now pay¬ 
ing the price for work¬ 
ing while dishonestly 
claiming benefit. 

Joanna Needs, 28, of 
Fairview Drive, 
admitted seven counts 
of making dishonest 
statements to obtain 
Housing and Council 
Tax benefit between 
2008 and 2011 when 
she appeared before 
magistrates in 

Southend, on 

Wednesday, April 18. 

She was given a six- 
month suspended sen¬ 
tence, ordered to wear 
an electronic tag to 
ensure she complies 
with a 6pm to 6am 
curfew order and told 
to pay £100 towards 
prosecution costs in 
addition to repaying 
the wrongly claimed 
cash. 

The court heard that 
Needs began claiming 
Housing and Council 
Tax Benefit from 
Southend Council in 
August 2008 after 
stating that she and 
her partner were not 
working and were in 
financial difficulties. 

During the time she 
was claiming for the 
benefits she continued 
to maintain that the 
couple’s financial sit¬ 
uation was poor. 

However, a data 
matching exercise 
later revealed that she 
was receiving an 
income from KPMG 
Ltd. 

Checks established 
that she had been 
employed by the com¬ 
pany from 2001 to 
2011 with a monthly 
salary paid straight 
into her bank account. 

By failing to declare 
this extra income 
Needs received 
£11,786.01 of 

Housing Benefit and 
£l,345.53p of Council 
Tax Benefit she was 
not entitled to. 

Southend council’s 
corporate director for 
support services, 
Sally Holland, said the 


authority was commit¬ 
ted to paying benefits 
to those who are enti¬ 
tled to them. 

She said: “However, 
it also has a duty to pro¬ 
tect the public purse 
and take action against 
people committing 
benefit fraud. 

“It is an offence to 
commit benefit fraud 
and the repayment of 
benefit is not the only 
action the Council may 
wish to take.”

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Mayoral candidates call for air inquiry 


By Peter Henn 

MAYORAL candidates 
are supporting calls for 
a public inquiry into air 
quality and air pollution 
in London. 

More than 4,000 peo¬ 
ple die every year 
because of pollution in 
the capital, according to 
olficial figures. 

However, successive 
governments have been 
accused of ignoring the 
issue. 

The government has 
also made use of a loop¬ 
hole in the law, which 
allows it to exceed 
European-set limits 
without being fined. 

The call for an inquiry 
was made by the 
‘Cabbies Against Boris’ 
action group, which has 
said the Mayor’s strate¬ 
gy for air pollution was 
not effective. 

Green candidate 
Jenny Jones supported 
the call for the enquiry, 
saying it was time for 
something to be done. 
She said: “Air pollution 
is the second biggest 
killer in the capital, and 
it’s rapidly becoming 
the number one health 
issue for Londoners. 

“We simply cannot go 
on as we are.” 

The Liberal 

Democrats’ Brian 
Paddick has supported 
an inquiry, but has 
demanded more is done 


sooner to clean up the air. 

He said: “We can’t really afford to 
wait for the outcome of a lengthy 
inquiry. It is a scandal that 4,000 peo¬ 
ple a year in London die from the 
effects of poor air quality and we will 
keep on campaigning to ensure that 
this topic remain on the top of all 
politicians’ agendas so that real action 
is taken now, not just the ineffective 
and temporary measures that 
Transport for London (TfL) are tri¬ 
alling at the moment.” 

Labour’s Ken Livingstone said it was 
‘absolutely right’ that an inquiry was 
called. The former Mayor said: “The 
thousands of children growing up with 
asthma need a Mayor who takes air 
pollution seriously.” 

Mr Livingstone has previously 
admitted that he could have done more 
to cut emissions during his eight years 
as mayor. 

The Clean Air in London campaign 
group welcomed the calls for the 
inquiry. Director Simon Birkett said: 
“Clean Air in London enthusiastically 
supports the call for an inquiry to build 
public understanding of the dangers of 


air pollution with advice for people on 
protecting themselves and reducing 
pollution. However, it is vital there is 
no let up in the pressure on Boris 
Johnson and the Government to act 
immediately to reduce pollution levels 
that are the highest of any capital city 
in Europe.” 

Independent Candidate Siobhan 
Benita confirmed she also supported 
an inquiry. 

Seven sites in London have been 
found to exceed yearly limit rates for 
deadly Nitrogen Oxide (NOx) parti¬ 
cles, with tfr-ee of them exceeding 
hourly limits. 

The Mayor’s office has blamed wind 
blowing pollution from the Continent 
- a claim which the EU has rubbished. 

A spokesman for Transport for 
London said: A number of city-wide 
and longer term initiatives have 
already been introduced in the capital 
this year to drive down pollution, such 
as introducing low emission vehicles, 
using cleaner buses, banning the most 
polluting taxis and tightening the Low 
Emission Zone standards. 

“TfL has also introduced a number 


of targeted measures at key loca¬ 
tions across the capital to reduce 
PM 10 and included a green wall 
at Edgware Road Tube station. 


the application of dust suppres¬ 
sants, a no engine idling cam¬ 
paign and taxi marshalling.” 
Boris Johnson has said he will 


not support an inquiry if re-elect¬ 
ed. A spokesman for his cam¬ 
paign said: “We have a strategy 
and a clean air fund.”

Improved Breathing - 
Increases Energy 

Most of you will know about the importance of drinking 
enough water and eating the right foods. You will also be 
aware that hydration and nutrition are the fuels that 
keep your body working properly. However, to turn this 
fuel into energy you must add a third input - oxygen. 
Oxygen enables you to get eighteen times more energy 
from the break down of glucose. 

So, if you are carefully drinking eight glasses of water a 
day and eating a balanced diet but walking around with 
a slouchy posture and shallow breathing then you are 
not getting the full benefit from your fuel. You need to 
turn this fuel into energy! Most people breathe only with 
the top part of the body, which means that they are not 
fully lowering the diaphragm and expanding the lungs 
and are thus not making the full use of their lung 
capacity. 

It’s about Air Pressure and Posture 

People believe they are somehow sucking air into their 
lungs - they are not. It is drawn into the lungs by a 
change in air pressure. As the diaphragm muscle 
contracts the air pressure becomes lower and air 
rushes in to fill the lungs. This equalises the air pressure 
inside and outside the body. While exhaling the opposite 
happens. 

Poor posture can limit how much room your diaphragm 
and lungs have to work in. Less room means less oxygen 
is going into the process of turning fuel into energy. 
Good posture involves practice, but at its simplest, keep 
your shoulders back and your stomach pulled in and 
very gently contract your abdominal muscles. 

Now you can Improve Your Breathing! 

Try abdominal breathing, place your hands on your 
stomach - does it swell when you breathe in and sink 
when you breathe out? It should - babies breathe like 
this. It is only as we grow older that we fall into bad 
habits. Also remember to adopt the good posture you 
learned when practising abdominal breathing. Then you 
gain the benefits of a better functioning body using its 
supply of energy vastly more efficiently.

IVibutes to teen

THE FAMILY of a teenager who died in a crash 
in Billericay have paid tribute to him. 

Dale earlier, 18, who had lived all of his life in 
Brentwood, had been out with friends on Friday, 
April 20. 

His mother Sharon and step-dad Adam say the 
18-year-old was full of life and a beloved member 
of his family. 

They said: “He will be very sadly missed, not 
only by his family including his 16-year-old sister 
Louise, and 20-year-old brother Mali, but also by 
the many good friends who were an important 
part of his life.” 

Dale was hoping to complete his studies in 
Public Services at Chelmsford College, with the 
aim of becoming a police officer. 

The teen, who attended Brentwood County 
High School, kept himself fit by attending a kick¬ 
boxing club in Hutton and also came third in a 
national Royal Marines fitness challenge. Dale’s 
mum and step-dad have requested no flowers at 
the funeral apart from those from the family. 

They will shortly announce a charity for anyone 
who wishes to make a donation in honour of 
Dale’s life. 

The smash happened when the driver of a black 
Ford Fiesta appears to have lost control of the car 
while travelling along Western Road, at 1.50am 
on Saturday, April 21. 

The car struck a wall and then overturned. 

Dale, from Coram Green in Hutton, was taken 
to Basildon Hospital, but died a short time later. 

Three other male occupants of the car were also 
taken to the hospital. 

A 20-year-old from the Brentwood area ended 
up with head and arm injuries. 

A 20-year-old from the Romford area received 
arm injuries, and a 17-year-old from the 
Brentwood area sustained pelvic and facial 
inquiries. Police have yet to establish who the dri¬ 
ver of the car was.

Richard Boyd, joint leader of Essex County 
Council from 1993 until 1997, said: “Tom was 
truly unusual in that personal status meant noth¬ 
ing to him, for he had a good family and strong 
marriage to underpin his professional skills.”

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Golf course owner plays 
down development fears

THE OWNERS of a 
municipal golf course 
has said there is ‘no 
chance’ of it being built 
on. 

Risebridge Golf 
Course, in Risebridge 
Chase, Romford, has 
said it will be the sub¬ 
ject of investment, both 
on the course and the 
clubhouse. 

Course manager 
Andy Price said; 
“We’ve got a five-year 
plan, we’re going to 
expand the clubhouse 
and put a function 
room in and we’re 
looking at investing in 
the course itself 

“We’ve got a 34-year 
lease, we’re keeping 
our course fees low, 
and there’s no chance 
we’ll build on this 
course.” 

Mr Price runs 
Risebridge Golf 
Limited, which took 
over the site after 
Risebridge Golf Club 
Limited was declared 
insolvent. 

He spoke out after 
residents said they were 
fearful of the future of 
the site. 

Ian James, of Beauly 
Close, Romford, said: 
“The matter is that it’s 
changed hands so 
much. If anything else 
happens, people could 


come in, and that would be the end of 
that. 

“I would hope the council would 
apply some common sense and try to 
stop anyone building on the site.” 

Ray Oddy, of Tay Way, said there 
were also environmental concerns 
about the site. 

Mr Oddy, who has lived in his 
home for 58 years, said: “Our homes 
here are built on marshland, so it’s not 
uncommon to see floods around here. 

“We know what developers can be 
like, and it would be a big worry all 



round if we ended up with more 
building there.” 

Mr Oddy said there had been simi¬ 
lar proposals in the past. 

He explained: “There was a plan 
about 50 years ago to build on the 
site, but we got together and had it 
rejected. If the same thing happens 
again, we’ll do the same.” 

Havering Council said the land was 
currently recreation land on the 
Green Belt, but would not comment 
on its position if an application for 
development was made.

Waste operator fined for running illegal site 


ONE OF the UK’s largest waste operators 
has been prosecuted for running an illegal 
site in Rayleigh. 

Biffa Waste Serviced Ltd was fined 
£10,000 for storing 47 containers of mixed 
waste at its depot in Rawreth Lane. 

Prosecutor Anne-Lise McDonald said the 
company was in breach of planning regula¬ 
tions and health and safety regulations. 

The company stored the waste at the site 
despite being advised not to by the 
Environment Agency. 

The company received the advice after 


two fires broke out. 

The illegal activity was spotted by two 
Environment Agency officers, who saw 
skips at the site, which is not meant to be 
used as a waste transfer station. 

The officer said the mixed waste had a 
strong smell of rotting food and some of it 
had spilled onto the ground. 

A company representative claimed that he 
could not understand how the breach had 
happened. 

Ms McDonald said it would have cost 
Biffa a significant amount of money to gain 


a permit to use the site as a waste transfer 
station. 

Biffa was fined £8,000 and ordered to pay 
an additional £2,282 in costs. 

Speaking after the hearing. Environment 
Agency officer Stephanie Winnard said: 
“As one of the largest waste companies, 
Biffa has a responsibility to comply with the 
regulations. In this case the company failed 
to comply and 47 containers of mixed waste 
was inappropriately stored on a site without 
a permit and with a potential to impact on 
nearby residents.” 



Young athlete ranked number 
one in country for age group

RAYLEIGH schoolgirl Jessica 
Down has been ranked number 
one in the country for under-13s 
70 metre outdoor hurdles and 
under- 13s Pentathlon. 

The 12-year-old pupil at the 
FitzWimarc School was ranked 
first in the UK by the ‘Power of 
10’ website. 

The site collates data on ath¬ 
letes around the country, then 
uses it to rank them in terms of 
their achievements. 

The sporty student plays bas¬ 
ketball, netball and hockey but 
said she prefers the challenge of 
athletics. 

She said: “Athletics stand out 
from the rest as I am highly com¬ 
petitive and athletics enable me 
to exert this drive.” 

Jessica, who has been training

She said: “My favourite event 
is hurdles because it is a highly 
skilled and challenging event 
that involved a lot of precision 
and power, which pushes my 
ability.” 

Jessica has won 27 medals and 
is currently ranked fifth in the 
UK for under-13s long jump, 
fifth for under-13s 60 metre 
indoor hurdles and 11th for 
under-13s shot-put.

“In the future, I hope to even¬ 
tually be at Olympic standard 
and therefore be able to compete 
in the 2020 Olympics,” added 
Jessica. “I have a strong desire to 
pursue a successful athletics 
career and aspire to be like 
Jessica Ennis.”

Explore six centuries of history 


LIZ WADE takes a closer look at one of the most important and historic houses in the country 


EXPLORE one of the most important and oomplete historio 
houses in the oountry or wander around Kent’s last medieval 
deer park - the choice is really yours at Knole. 

Originally built as a palace, and given to Henry VIII, Knole is 
now home to six centuries of history thanks to the Sackvilles 
who turned the huge property into a grand family home and 
collected furniture, paintings and textiles that you can’t see any¬ 
where else in the world. 

As well as its amazing house, Knole is surrounding by a 1,000 
acres of breathtaking parkland, which is home to a herd of 
more than 500 deer who are direct descendents of those hunt¬ 
ed by Henry VIII and Elizabeth I. 

Leaving a very wet Essex we headed to Kent to find sunshine 
and surprises as we turned off a busy Kent town centre to drive 
down a winding road that leads up to Knole House. 

Soon after crossing a cattle grid we stopped the car to admire 
some deer happily munching on the grass - their main job as 
the parkland’s guardians, maintaining the balance of nature with 
their careful grazing. 

But, having read that the deer have become more and more 
tame, we decided to be weary of their ‘butter wouldn’t melt’ 
appearance and keep our distance from what are essentially 
wild animals that can quite easily attack with a bite or a kick. 

We continued our journey to the house, which we were visit¬ 
ing during its Knole in Flux project - a huge restoration scheme 
to carry out urgent repairs to save the house from rapid decline 
- and were amazed by its sheer size. With a footprint of four

acres the house boasts seven courtyards, two entrance towers, 
four long galleries, and a total of 365 rooms! 

As the house has been a family home for more than 400 
years, and has been inhabited by the Sackvilles since 1603, not 
all of it is open, but the area that is offers an amazing glimpse 
into the past. 

Everything about its elaborately decorated rooms is on a 
grand scale, and every one is absolutely fascinating to wander 
around in their own right, but visiting during its restoration work 
- which is still continuing - gave us an added extra. While some 
items were covered to keep them protected, other things were 
uncovered including panelled walls that are rarely seen behind 
huge hanging tapestries, and the layers behind ancient walls. 

We also got a closer look at a grand four poster bed, which 
you are not normally allowed within a few feet of, and could see 
everything down to the bedding’s intricate needlework. 

The highlight of our tour was walking into a darkened room to 
find the expanse of the glittering King’s Room - a magnificent 
chamber, awash with gold and silver that was bought for the 
visit of a king who never came. Not only is the room covered 
with fabric made with gold and silver thread, it is also the setting 
for a set of solid silver furniture. While most similar sets were 
melted down hundreds of years ago to pay for Louis XIV’s 
wars, this and another at Windsor Castle are the only ones that 
survived. 

If touring an old house is not for you, or the children are too 
small, then why not enjoy Knole in another way, by making the 
most of what it has to offer outside? 

There’s something to suit everyone, from those who want to 
kick a ball around and enjoy a picnic, to those who want to 
sample the food in the Brewhouse Tearoom before setting off 
on one of its many walks to take in the local scenery and 
wildlife. 

You can make the most of free guided walks in the park that 
are run on most days the house is open on Sundays, at either 
noon or 2pm, or even download one of the suggested routes 
from its website including its deer and woodland walks. 

Take a look in the Visitor Centre and enjoy an interested film 
about Knole, and then head to the estate’s shops to discover a 
wide range of local produce. 

Its Brewhouse Tearoom, which is also accessible without hav¬ 
ing to pay to get into the house, is housed in the former beer¬ 
making part of the house and offers cooked lunches, as well as 
salads, snacks and teas on opening days. 

The only thing we missed during our tour of Knole was its 
family garden, which is only open on Tuesday, courtesy of Lord 



Sackville. The garden boasts centuries-old features that have 
disappeared in almost all other gardens, including a wall that is 
more than 100 yards long and almost entirely covered with wis¬ 
teria. The private garden, which is the largest walled garden in 
the country and spans an area of 26 acres, is also home to 
exotic trees, numerous relics from the past and a smaller walled 
garden- a relic of Medieval times that is now occupied by Lord 
Sackville’s ornamental vegetable garden. 

Whatever your reason to visit Knole, whether its to wander 
around a house full of history, to see its historical herd of deer, 
or take in a gentle stroll, you really won’t be disappointed. And, 
with restoration work continuing, thanks to The National Trust 
who look after the estate, and the Sackville family’s aim to con¬ 
tinue to make the house a living and working one, Knole looks 
set to be here for many future generations to enjoy.

This type of tenanoy offers the most 
flexibility to both landlord and tenant; has straightforward notioe prooedures for bringing 
the tenanoy to an end and a speoial Aooelerated Possession oourt prooedure should 
tenants fail to vaoate.lf oertain speoifio oonditions are met relating to the proposed letting, 
a "oontraotual" non-housing aot tenanoy must be oreated. One example of this would be 
what is eommonly referred to as a Company Let where the tenant is a bona fide 
registered oompany, another would be where the annual rent equates to over 
£100,000.Very rarely, a prospeotive tenant may be offered a full "Assured" tenanoy that 
gives very signifieant and potentially long-term seeurity of tenure to a tenant and, for 
whioh a landlord oan only get possession in very limited oiroumstanoes.Think Property are 
ARLV\ members and have their own "in-house" agreements whioh are usually muoh more 
oomprehensive than ones bought in a looal stationers or Post Offioe eto.

So, 
generally speaking, you should aim to schedule all viewings for a bright, sunny 
day that offers the maximum amount of natural light inside your property, as well 
as showing off the outside to the best effect - particularly if you have an attractive 
garden. Sunlight, of course, also has the added advantage of putting everyone in 
a good, positive mood. 


As a buyer, on the other hand, you are actually much better off viewing a property 
on a miserable, rainy day! Why? Well firstly, it enables you to see whether the 
gutters leak, the drains are blocked, or the garden has an unpleasantly high water 
table. Secondly, if you like the place under those circumstances, you can be 
pretty sure that you will absolutely love it when the sun finally shines. 


So far, so good - except for the fact that in this country we can’t actually 
guarantee the kind of weather we’re going to get from one moment to the next. 
And while sellers can to a certain extent compensate for a dull, overcast day by 
switching on all the lights, there’s not much a buyer can do to make up for a lack 
of rain. 


However, it’s not just the weather that comes into play here. Much depends on 
the individual circumstances and situation of the property concerned. If you are 
selling a house close to a school, for example, you might want to avoid holding 
viewings at break times, which can be rather noisy, or “going home time,” with 
its logjam of badly-parked 4x4s. Similarly, if your home happens to be on a major 
road, then it might be wise to try and schedule viewings outside rush hour. 
These are not dastardly underhand tricks, incidentally - whatever the consumer 
lobbyists might say. If you are selling, they are just plain common sense. If you 
are buying, they are simply issues you need to be aware of and take into account.

T he second generation Hyundai 
iSO offers far sharper styling and 
better build quality but otherwise 
it sticks to much the same formula. 
There’s plenty of kit thrown in and 
there’s Blue Drive technology that will 
trim the monthly bills still further, 
especially in the 110PS 1.6 CRDi 
diesel guise were testing here. This is 
one car that all the other big volume 
manufacturers are keeping their eye 
on. 

Hyundai has clearly done its home¬ 
work on what appeals to European 
customers. This iSO is offered with a 
choice of two petrol and three diesel 
powerplants, with outputs ranging 
from 89 to 134bhp. In the UK, 
Hyundai expects a 50/50 split 
between petrol and diesel models 
with its 1.6-litre variable geometiy tur¬ 
bodiesel unit on test here established 
as the most popular engine in the 


range. There are two versions devel¬ 
oping either 110PS or 1 SOPS. It was 
the lower-powered version we tried, 
a car able to accelerate from rest to 
62mph in 11.5 seconds, with a top 
speed of 115mph. 

The suspension of the i30 is a strut 
front and multi-link rear design that’s 
adopted by the best-handling cars in 
the class, such as the Ford Focus 
and Volkswagen Golf. One interesting 
option is Flex Steer. With three oper¬ 
ating modes - Comfort, Normal and 
Sport - the system can be used to 
vary the level of steering assistance 
and feedback in order to suit driving 
conditions. 

If there was one area where the 
original i30 came up conspicuously 
short of the top family hatchbacks, it 
was styling. The facelift in 2010 
helped give the car a bit more per¬ 
sonality but this next generation 
model fires the i30 right into the van¬ 
guard of contemporary design. 


As is the vogue amongst many car 
manufacturers, Hyundai has coined a 
phrase to describe the design theme, 
in this case ‘fluidic sculpture’. It can 
be traced back to the Hyundai ix- 
onic concept which appeared at the 
2009 Geneva Motor Show, and will 
underpin the styling for all future 
European Hyundai models. The key 
motif is a signature frontal feature - 
the hexagonal-shaped grille. The 
interior design is neat with plenty of 
metallic and silver painted finishes on 
display, the centre console not look¬ 
ing unlike that of contemporary Ford 
models with sprouting air vents. 
Space is plentiful for the rear seat 
occupants and the rather poky boot 
of the old i30 has been enlarged, in 
this case gaining an additional 10 per 
cent at 378 litres. Build quality seems 
very good with a lot of attention paid 
to materials, refinement and panel fit. 

And the looks? Well, you might see 
hints of Ford in the trapezoidal lights 
or a little Peugeot in the way the 
wheelarches are sharply sculpted but 
it’s undoubtedly bold styling. 

The only thing that can really sink 
the i30 is if Hyundais start getting a 
bit optimistic with the pricing which 
currently sits in the £17,000-£20,000 
bracket for this mid-range 110PS 
diesel variant. Match derivative for 
derivative against obvious Focus or 
Astra segment rivals though and you 
should be looking at a significant sav¬ 
ing once spec is taken into account. 
Hyundai, after all, isn’t holding back 
when it comes to equipment. 


Korea 

New standard features on the i30 
include voice-activated Bluetooth, 
LED daytime running lights, multi¬ 
function steering wheel, electrically 
adjustable and heated door mirrors 
and one-touch indicators. Safety sys¬ 
tems added as standard across the 
range include Vehicle Stability 
Management, Emergency Stop 
Signal and Hill-start Assist Control. 

Those looking for the lowest run¬ 
ning costs should direct their atten¬ 
tion to the Blue Drive sub-brand 
which is Hyundai-speak for high effi¬ 
ciency and low emissions. Energy¬ 
saving measures include Integrated 
Stop & Go (ISG), low-rolling resis¬ 
tance tyres and an alternator man¬ 
agement system. With C02 emis¬ 
sions at just 97g/km and an engine 
delivery of 110 PS, the Blue Drive 
1.6-litre diesel i30 we tried features a 
best-in-class power to efficiency 
ratio. 

Residual values? They’re creeping 
ever closer to those of mainstream 
brands as the market wakes up to 
just how far this Korean brand has 
come with product quality. There are 
low cost servicing packages to keep 
your maintenance outlay down. 
Insurance groupings range from 7E 
to 14E across the range on the 1 -50 
groupings scale. And, as with all 
Hyundai models, peace of mind 


values 

comes as part of the deal thanks to 
one of the best customer assurance 
plans in the industry. The Five Year 
Triple Care warranty includes five 
years of mechanical cover, annual 
vehicle health checks and roadside 
assistance. 

The only issue with success is that 
it raises expectations. The Hyundai 
i30 is no longer a car that can be 
damned with faint praise or rewarded 
with patronising compliments. It’s a 
properly big-league hitter now and 
one that deserves to be judged by 
exactly the same criteria we’d apply 
to a Volkswagen Golf, a Ford Focus 
or a Vauxhall Astra. On first acquain¬ 
tance, you should agree that it 
seems there or thereabouts. Its inte¬ 
gration of high-tech features isn’t on 
a par with the massive-selling Ford 
and the price you pay will need to 
reflect this but in many of the other 
ways that matter to UK buyers, the 
Hyundai seems right on the money. 

Especially in the 1.6 CRDi 110PS 
BlueDrive diesel guise weve been try¬ 
ing here. This is the stand-out variant 
in the range, no question, not much 
less pokey than the top 128PS diesel 
and with fuel figures approaching 
70mpg, along with a sub-1 OOg/km 
C02 reading. Its a car that illustrates 
very effectively just how far this 
Korean brand has come.

Economic driving 


A s CERTAIN as the sun will rise tomor¬ 
row, petrol prioes won’t ever see the 
£3 gallon again. So the economy- 
minded motorist has two avenues to 
explore: seek out the most fuel-efficient cars 
and learn to drive more efficiently to save 
money and the environment. But how? 
Martin Holzhofer, the man in charge of 
General Motors European ECO model pro¬ 
gramme, offers these top practical hints to 
wallet-friendly motoring. 

Reap the benefit 

Regular routine maintenance is essential. It 
is also important to check the tyre pressure 
because low-pressure causes increased 
rolling resistance and costs more money in 
two areas - in fuel and tyre wear. 

Those who are determined to get the 
maximum fuel economy may choose to 
inflate the tyres up to one or two tenths of a 
decimal point above the specified pressure 
in bar. Another useful tip is not to carry 
unnecessary ballast around in the boot. A 
100-kilogram load can result in increased 
fuel consumption by more than five mpg in 
town driving. 

For further fuel-saving success, don’t leave 
the roof rack on when you dont need it. 

Turning off electrical accessories like air 
conditioning, rear window demister or addi¬ 
tional lights also results in fuel saving, 
because they all use some fuel in their oper¬ 
ation. 

Look ahead 

While on the move, the golden rule is to 
look well ahead and maintain steady 
speeds. Unnecessary accelerating and 
braking not only costs fuel but frayed nerves 
as well. Accelerate briskly but not aggres¬ 
sively: its better to press the accelerator 
pedal down further in a higher gear than to 
run the engine up to high revs. Shift up to 
top gear as soon as you can. Drive in fifth 



gear from around 30 mph and keep to low 
revs (between 2000 and 3000 rpm) when¬ 
ever possible. 

Switch off the engine for stops of one 
minute or longer. The engine burns fuel even 
while idling. The automatic fuel intake shut¬ 
down while coasting, while driving down a 
hill or while braking, provides another means 
of saving fuel. So dont use the accelerator 
while coasting and dont take the vehicle out 
of gear.

Steve is 
also getting used to his bike but managed to lap 
Brands five seconds quicker than he had ever 
done before so we are both definitely moving 
in the right direction.” 

Next up for the brothers is the prestigious 
televised meeting at Donington Park on the 
weekend of May 12/13 when the Minitwins 
will be a support race for the British round of 
the World Superbikes.
